We  farther  Decree,  That  the  Books  which  contain  the 
aforefaid  Proportions  and  impious  Dodrines,  are  fitted  to 
deprave  good  Manners,  corrupt  the  Minds  of  unwary 
Men,  ftir  up  Seditions  and  Tumults,  overthrow  States  and 
Kingdoms,  and  lead  to  Rebellion,  Murther  of  Princes,  and 
Atheifm  it  felf :  And  therefore  we  interdift  all  Members 
of  the  Univerfity  from  the  reading  of  the  faid  Books,  un- 
der the  Penalties  in  the  Statutes  expreft.  We  alfo  order 
the  before-recited  Books  to  be  publickly  burnt  by  the 
Hand  of  our  Marlhal,  in  the  Court  of  our  Schools. 

Likewi(e  we  order  that  in  perpetual  memory  hereof, 
thefe  our  Decrees  fhall  be  enter'd  into  the  Regiftry  of  our 
Convocation  :  And  that  Copies  of  them  being  communi- 
cated to  the  feveral  Colleges  and  Halls  within  this  Uni- 
verfity, they  be  there  publickly  affixt  in  the  Libraries, 
Refedx)ries,  or  other  fit  places  where  they  may  bd  feen  and 
read  of  alL 

Laftly,  We  command  and  ftridly  injoynall  and  fingular 
the  Readers,Tutors,  Catechifts.,  and  others  to  whom  the  care 
and  Truft  of  Ififtitution  of  Tojitb  is  committed,  that  they  di- 
ligently inftruft  and  ground  theivScholars  in  that  moft  necef- 
fary  DoSrine ^which  in  a  manner  is  theBadge  and  CharaSer  of 
the  Church  of  England^  Of  fubmitting  to  every  Ordinance  of 
Man  for  the  Lords  fake,whether  it  be  to  the  King  as  fupreme,, 
or  unto  Governours  as  unto  them  that  arefent  by  him,  for 
-the  Punifliment  of  Evil  Doers  and  for  the  praife  of  them  that 
Do  well.    Teaching  that  this  Submiflion  and  Obedience  is 
to  be  clear,  abfolute,  and  without  exception  of  any  State 
or  Order  of  Men.  Alfb  that  they,  according  to  the  Apoftles 
Precept,  exhort.  That  firft  of  all  Supplications,  Prayer,  In- 
terceffions.and  giving  of  Thanks  be  made  for  all  Men,  for 
the  KING,  and  all  that  are  in  Authority,  that  we  may  lead 
a  quiet  and  peaceable  Life,  in  all  Godlinsfs  and  Honefty, 
for  this  is  Good  and  Acceptable  in  the  Sight  of  GOD  our 
Saviour.  And  in  efpecial  manner  that  they  prefs  and  oblige 
them  humbly  to  offer  their  moft  ardent  and  daily  Prayers 
at  the  Throne  of  Grace,  for  the  prefervation  of  our  Sove- 
raign  Lord  King  CHARLES,  from  the  Attempts  of  open 
Violence  and  fecret  Machinations  of  perfidious  Traitors;
